TMrsday. 

Had Long Been Identified With 
Traicrs' NatiMil Baik. 



Mr. James M. Bigstaff, the 
wealthiest man residing id Mont- 
gomery county, died at his home 
in this city last Thursday of cancer 
of the stomach. He had been a 
resident since 1872, having moved 
here f rom Bath oonnty. For many 
years he was connected with tlio 
Exchange Bank of this city and 
left that inatitntion to become 
President of tiie Traders Deposit 
Bank, and upon that bank being 
Nationaliaed he waa again aeleeted 
as its President, which responsible 
position he held at the time of his 
death. 

Mr. Bigstaff was the owner of 
what is said to be the richest farm 
in thia section of the State, com- 
prising something over 3,000 
acres of land, and gave much of 
his time toward the managing of 
this vast estate. He was 
also President of the Blue Grass 
Seed Co. and was therefore neces- 
sarily a very busy man. As to 
his ability, the handsome fortune 
he left, which is estimated at from 
one-half to three-qnartera of » 
million dollars, is evi*l< n( o i <>n- 
clusive of his buaineaa acumen. 

He haa been the friend and ad- 
viser of many of our most promi- 
nent men who have protited by 
his adrice and fine borinaaav sense 
and to many bfal death will be a 
distinct loss. 

Mr. James Morrison Bigstall 
was born in Bath oonnty. Ken- 
tucky. May 2(t, 1842. therefore 
was seventy years and three days 
old at the time of hIa death. He 
was married to Miss Mary Eliz- 
abeth Jones, daughter of Col- 
Thomaa T. Jonea, ot Bath eonnty, 
May 1, 1H(;2, who, with four chil- 
dren, Thomas Jones Bigstaff, Mrs.

Junior Audubon Clubs. 

Junior Audubon bird clubs are 
being organized in some of ,the 
Kentucky schools. Such organ- 
izations deserve to prosper and to 
increase in number. 

The objects of the Junior Audu- 
bon clubs are: to study the birds 
in their respeeli?e eommanitles; 
to protect the birds; to attract 
birds around schools and homes; 
to obserre with saitable ceremonies 
some day in spring to Ke known as 
Bird day. These are all laudable 
porposes and th^ is no better 
plan of conserving bird life than 
by interesting the pnpils in the 
pnblie schools in the movement for 
protection and preservation. 

Kentucky, perhaps, has several 
hundred varieties of birds, hut the 
average citizen when he gets be- 
yond a score or so of the most 
common kinds is densely ignorant 
in bird differentiation and is 
thoroujrhl.v indifferent about in- 
creasing his knowledge of the sub- 
ject. Herer th e l s s s the birds play 
an important part in the economy 
of nature. They are friends of 
hamanity, bat many persons are 
prone to treat them as enemies. 
Too often they are victims of 
wanton shraghter by reckless 
uiiiters or by thoughtless boys. 
There would be fewer atrocities by 
the latter class if the bird clubs 
were more numerous in the publi< 
schools and the rising generations 
Mtter educated thereby as to the 
dnd and character and value of 
representatives of the feathered 
world. Tliere shuuld be maii.\ 
sucli dabs in Kentoeky schools 
ami the movement in that dircc 
liou should receive general encour 
agesssBt.

In order that the people who 

own water courses and live along 
same may understand their duties 
to the general public with reference 
to the polluting of water.wc desire 
to call their attention to Section 
1278 of tbf Kaotaeky Ststatea, 
which reads as follows; 

^ "ItWf peraoD tbtll caat or place 
the oareaaa of any cattle, or that of 

any other dead beast, in any water 
course, or within twenty-live yards 
thereof, or shall cast the same into 
any spring, or into any pond, such 
person, for every such offense, shall 
be fined for the first offense not 
less than five nor more than twenty 
dollars, and every subsequent of- 
fense not less than twenty nor more 
than one hundred dollars." 

This section of the law is espe- 
cially applicable at this time to 
Slate Creak, as aersral handred 
families are now using the water 
and more will use it all the time 
for drinking pnrposea. Believing 
that no citizen of tlie count.v would 
want to do anything that would in- 
jure the health or destroy the life 
of any luinian being, we are giving 
this WARNING. 

"'AVMhW' section of the la# to 

which we desire to call your at- 
tention is Section 62 Kentucky 
Statutes, which reads as follows: 
"If the owner of any distemper- 
e(j[ cattle, or hogs diseased with 
hog-cholera, shall permit them to 
run at large outside of bis enclos- 
ure, or shaU drive the same into or 
through any part of this Common- 
wealth, unless it be from one por- 
tion of his own enclosure to an- 
other, he shall forfeit and pay the 
sum of ten dollars for each head 
and be liable ^ civil action for 
any daaiages' that may occur by 
the spreading of the disease; and 
when any such cattle or hogs shall 
die, tlie owner thereof shall cause 
them to be HURNED or BURIED, 
and if lie fiiil, be shall beflnadfifS 
dollars for each offense.'*

farms in Kentucky reported liojjs 
when the Federal censna of 1910 
was taken. That fact would seem 
to justify the statement of tiie 
Agricultural Experiment Station, 
iu a bulletin just issued, that the 
. julBe industry in the State dc 
j[ serves much more akteoticm thai.) 
it DOW ia receivioff. 

The Ezperiment Stekion ballet i n 
C )ntains somo jjood advico on ti e 
aubject for Kentucky farmers. It 
•eta forth that not only should the 
number of animals produced' an- 
nually be increaaed, but also "the 
breeding and feeding should re- 
ceive more careful attention." The 
enterprisint; farmer will be im 
pressed with the assertions that 
^Ve cannot afford to raise any bui 
, the best hotfs;" that whereas ""v 
J^. good grade is better than a poet 
animal of pure breeding, the aver 
age pure bred is infinitely bettei 
than the average grade, to say 
nothing of the sernbe," and thai 
"one of the best features of any 
kind of stock farming is that ii 
stimulates other farm setiTlties.' 

There is too much scrub stoci< 
of ail kinds in Kentucky and thf 
admonition that "we cannot afford 
to raise any but the best" might 
well be applied to other lines ol 
animal husbandry. Kentucky V 
biggest erop ia corn, and com ii> 
the superior article of food for thi 
mature bog. Com and hogs an 
mCuraiiy aasoeieted as products ol 
the farm and while nearly all the 
farms in Kentucky produce corn 
fewer than three-feurtha of them 
^^reported hogs in the census yeai 
■ /jFofl910. The State needs to grow 
more com and to riUse more hoffi> 
and to improve the flsaeral ji?er> 
age of both products.

Retail merchanta often make tlie 
same mlsteke with adrertislngthat 

they Rometioies do with charge 
accounta; they do not handle ad- 
vertialng aa if itwereaetoalsMmey 
a real dollar bill rifftit ih their 
hands. 

Too often they sign a'year'a 

contract for advertiaing in a news- 
paper; and then •% soon aa the 
novelty wears off; sad the drudg- 
ery of filling the space with copy 
comes on, they regard that adver- 
tising as a necessary evil, just like 
book-keeping. When advertiaing 
is vieved in tliat light, it can not 
produce its best resulto, nor can it 
succeed. 

First let us try and understand 
the art of convincing through ad- 
Terlirhs whether in^newspeperor 
any other kind of medium. 

The very hrat principal of writ- 
ing good advertishig is to forget 
.yourself and forget your store and 
fix clearly in mind your readers. 

One big store in New York is 
said to spend one million dollars a 
.year in advertising. While another 
big store is said to spend less than 
one hundred thousand dollars in 
advertising. The one who spends 
a million is talking about himself 
all time; the one who apends one 
hundred thousand doUus is talking 
to its customers. 

Note the distinction and the 
meaning; there is a vast difference 
in the two l<inds of advertising.
